Sir,—-I was somewhat surprised last 
night to find Mayor Lee repudiate his 
phiged word to support me and de 
cide at the eleventh hour to become a 
candidate himself. I was more sur- 
prised to find him using the annual 
civic meeting of the ratepayers as a 
committee meeting and the hall as a 
committee room for his candidature. 
The annual civic meeting is expected 
to be presided over by the mayor 
with impartiality to all candidates. 
It appears to me that the pwhlic have 
a right to expect some sense of honor 
in a man occupying the mayor's chair 
and some decision of mind as well. 

It is a well known fact that) before 
I became a candidate for mayor Mr. 
Lee had hesitated for weeks. He 
could not decide the question. Then 
he declined to run, not once, but many 
times. He finally pledged himself to 
support me and assured me that he 
would not be a candidate, and I mis- 
take public opinion very much if his 
candidature will be taken seriously 
at this stage.
